Co v ering a perio d o f twenty-three 
years, fro m 1878 to 1902, the returns 
fro m the cfllce o f the bo ard o f public 
wo rks, as sho wn by v o uchers drawn, 
giv e a to tal exiienditure o f $4,3.^9,388.10. 
Fo r the same perio d the expenditures, 
as sho wn by the ho o ks in the o ffice o f 
the audito r o f state, aggregate $4.901.- 
€ 12.37, o r a to tal o f $602.224.27 mo re. 
There are also differences in the mat­ 
ter o f receipts and lo ss to the state. 
The receipts fro m all so urces to the 
bo ard o f public wo rks fo r this perio d, 
as sho wn by the aci o unts in that de­ 
partment, 
reach 
$2,899.439.44. 
As 
aho wn by the bo o ks in the audito r o f 
etate's o ffice, they w’ere $2,933,437.59, a 
difference o f $33,978.15. The difference 
in the lo se to the state, o r the excess 
o f the axpenditures o v er the receipts 
Is a to tal o f $567,246.12, the figures in 
the ho ard o f public wo rks being $ 1,- 
459,928.66 and in the o ffiie o f the audi­ 
to r o f state $2,028,174.78. These strik­ 
ing discrepancies 
are explained by 
Chief Engineer Perkins o f the public 
wo rks by the statement that the re­ 
turns fro m his o ffice include o nly the 
mo ney expended upo n v o uchers actu­ 
ally draw’n by that department, while 
the figures giv en by the audito r in­ 
clude no t o nly these amo unts, but also 
Interest 
o n 
bo nds, 
claims 
allo wed 
against the bo ard by the legislature 
fo r land damaged by o v erflo w o f the 
canal.s, atto rneys’ fees, etc., the v o uch­ 
ers fo r the payment o f wlach were 
drawn and presented to the audito r 
witho ut the kno wledge o f the bo ard o f 
public wo rks and o f which it co uld no t 
therefo re hav e had acco unt.

A Discrepancy That Is Made the 
Most of By Advocates of 
Abandonment. 


MATTER EASILY EXPLAINED 


Efforts to Check the Spread of Tuber­ 
culosis Among 
Live Stock—Bills 
Affecting the Jury System—Review 
of Legislative Work. 


Columbus. O., March 12.—[Special.] 
►-Without in any way reflecting upon 
the integrity of the present or the pre­ 
ceding officials of the board of public 
works, 
a 
strange 
discrepancy 
has 
arisen in the accounts of that depart­ 
m ent as compared with the accounts 
in the office of the auditor of state. 
This discrepancy is especially notice­ 
able in the m atter of disbursem ent. 
Covering a period of twenty-three 
years, from 1878 to 1902, the returns 
from the office of the board of public 
works, as shown by vouchers drawn, 
give a total expenditure of $4,359,388.10. 
For the same period the expenditures, 
as shown by the books in the office of 
the auditor of state, aggregate $4,961,- 
€12.37, or a total of $602,224.27 more. 
There are also differences in the m at­ 
ter of receipts and loss to the state. 
The receipts from all sources to the 
board of public works for this period, 
as shown by the accounts in that de­ 
partm ent, 
reach 
$2,899,459.44. 
As 
shown by the books in the auditor of 
state's office, they were $2,933,437.59, a 
difference of $33,978.15. The difference 
in the loss to the state, or the excess 
of the sxpenditures over the receipts 
is a total of $567,246.12, the figures in 
the board of public works being $1,- 
459,928.66 and in the offit e of the audi­ 
to r of state $2,028,174.78. These strik­ 
ing discrepancies 
are 
explained by 
Chief Engineer Perkins of the public 
works by the statem ent that the re­ 
turns from his office include only the 
money expended upon vouchers actu­ 
ally drawn by that department, while 
the figures given by the auditor in­ 
clude not only these amounts, but also 
interest 
on 
bonds, 
claims 
allowed 
against the board by the legislature 
for land damaged by overflow of the 
canals, attorneys’ fees, etc., the vouch­ 
ers for the payment of which were 
drawn and presented to the auditor 
without the knowledge of the board of 
public works and of which it could not 
therefore have had account. 
In the : 
m atter of receipts, differences, it is 
said, might likewise occur because of | 
the manner in which the business of j 
the canals is conducted. The fact th a t' 
these differences have occurred year ; 
by year since the canals were first I 
opened as public highways is pointed 
to as evidence that it ought not at this ; 
tim e be pointed to as a m atter of 
comment or used as an argument 
against the canals' future existence.

sands of American men and women 
who everywhere gave Prince Henry 
a joyful welcome, coming front sin­ 
cere hearts.

Washington March 12.—About 130 
members were present last night at

Representative Long, of Kansas, a 
member of the ways and means com­ 
mittee, opened with 
an exhaustive 
argument In favor of the 20 per cert 
concession advocated 
by 
his 
col­ 
leagues of the ways and means com­ 
mittee. Tho substance of his speech 
was In part: 
He argued that the 
maintenance of a protective tariff was 
not involved In the proposition of 
the ways tad means committee, but 
that the pc.Icy of reciprocity 
was. 
A reduction of 20 per cent on Cuban 
sugar, leaving the duty on such su­ 
gar at ll 34 per 
hundred pounds, 
would not enable the Cuban, after 
paying freight rates and cost of re­ 
fining. to compete with beet sugar in 
Chicago, Kansas 
City 
or 
Denver. 
which are the principal markets for 
beet sugar. 


Believe* Will be Adequate Return. 
He espoused reciprocity with Cuba 
he said, not only because It woull 
be helpful to Cuba, but because he 
believed we would get an adequate 
return. 
The witnesses before the commit­ 
tee on ways and means, he said, stat­ 
ed that with prosperity in Cuba, the 
importations of that 
island 
would 
amount to 150 to 200 millions anno 
ally. This, he argued, was the trade 
that Cuba offered us In return for 
concessions on sugar 
and tobacco. 
He declared that when tho commis­ 
sion from Cuba was prevailed upon 
to accept the Platt amendment that 
President 
McKinley 
assured 
them 
that In consideration of Its accep t­ 
ance he would do all In his power to 
secure 
economic 
concessions, 
and 
said that the commission so reported 
to the Cuban convention. 
He pre­ 
sented detailed figures to show that 
the Porto Rieon sugar growers b a i 
received the full benefit of the free 
admission of sugar from that Island, 
from which he argued that the Cu­ 
bans, not the sugar trust, would get 
the benefit—and all the benefit—cf 
any reduction congress might make. 
In conclusion Mr. Long said in 
part: 
"If this 
legislation fails and no 
concession be made to Cuba—if the 
policy of President 
McKinley 
and 
President Roosevelt be defeated by 
this house—it does not mean that the 
beet sugar Industry, by the control of 
this house, can prevent free sugar 
from Cuba. 
After the establishment 
of the republic of Cuba a t’eaty can 
be negotiated with that country by 
the president. 
That treaty can pro­ 
vide for the annexation of Cuba, a3 
the recent treaty did for the annexa­ 
tion of the Danish West Indies: and 
that treaty ran be submitted to the

ratified.

that the ratifications are exchanged 
under the decision of the

court in tho Porto Rlcon ease, we 
would have free trade with Cuba on 
all products.

Might Have to Face Annexation.

The substance of his speech 
was In part: 
He argued that the 
maintenance of a protective tariff was 
not involved In the proposition of 
the ways lh I means committee, but 
that, th** p b y of reciprocity 
was. 
A reduction of 20 per cent on Cuban 
sugar, leaving the duty on such su­ 
gar at ll 34 per 
hundred 
pounds, 
would not enable the Cuban, after 
paying freight rates and cost of re­ 
fining, to compete with beet sugar In 
Chicago, Kansas 
City 
or 
Denver. 
which are the principal m arkets for 
licet sugar. 


Believes W ill be Adequate Return. 
He espoused reciprocity with Cuba 
he sa id . not only because It woull 
be helpful to Cuba, but because he 
believed we would get an a d e q u a te 
return. 
The witnesses before the commit­ 
tee on ways and means, he said, stat­ 
ed that with prosperity in Cuba, the 
Importations of that 
Island 
would 
amount to 150 to 200 millions annu­ 
ally. 
This, he argued, was the trad * 
that Cuba offered us in return for 
concessions on sugar 
and tobacco. 
He declared that when the commis­ 
sion from Cuba was prevailed upon 
to accept the P latt am endm ent that 
President 
McKinley 
assured 
them 
that In consideration of Its accept­ 
ance he would do all In his power to 
secure 
economic 
concessions, 
and 
said that the commission so reported 
to the Cuban convention. 
H e pre­ 
sented detailed figures to show that 
the Porto Rieon sugar growers had 
received the full benefit of the free 
admission of sugar from that Island, 
from which he argued th a t the Cu­ 
bans. not the sugar trust, would got 
the benefit—and all the benefit—of 
any reduction congress might make. 
In 
conclusion 
Mr. 
Long said In 
part: 
"If this 
legislation falls and no 
concession be made to Cuba—if the 
policy of President 
McKinley 
and 
President Roosevelt he defeated by 
this house—It does not moan th a t the 
beet sugar Industry, by the control of 
this house, can prevent free sugar 
from Cuba. 
After the establishment 
of the republic of Cuba a P eaty can 
he negotiated with that country by 
the president. 
That treaty eau pro­ 
vide for the annexation of Cuba, a 3 
the recent treaty did for the annexa­ 
tion of the Danish West Indies: and 
that treaty can be submitted to the 
senate 
and 
ratified. 
The 
moment 
that the ratifications are exchanged 
under the decision of the 
supreme 
court In tho Porto 
Rlcon case, we 
would have free trade with Cuba on 
all products. 
The house would bo 
powerless to prevent It. 


Might Have to Face Annexation. 
"It would be the part of wisdom 
for the beet sugar Interests to agree 
to a reasonable concession that would 
not injure their industry in tho re ­ 
motest degree rather than to he com­ 
pelled to accept possible annexation 
in the Immediate future, but when It 
does come. I want It to come by the 
free act of rho Cuban people."

Boni in Portland, Me., with the adv antagi's of a p nhlisher for n gramlfath» r 
and the (*dllor of a religions p ajier for his father, the young student at N ale 
IHuetrated the law of heredity in his college eourse by writing 
ihhuus almost 
as p recocious as Bryant's and of lar greati-r emotional p ower. 
To he sure 
they were Scrip tural In tone, but tradition has it that this was not due to an 
ov errelfgiousness on the p art of the p oet himself. \e t the same may he said 
of Young’s "Night Thoughts.” that solemn IsHik ov er whieh our fathers used 
to p t» re and fall asleiqi in blissful unconsi’iousmMis of the somewhat worldly 
mujdediu*ss of the courtly author. 
Still, there is no gissl reason Av hy the 
p roduct of a p oet’s Jw'st imp ulses should not be taken for what it is worth to 
the reader in rep rodui-ing similar emotions In his own miml. Biograp hy may 
exp lain literature, but it netnl not neia*ssarily qualify it. 
Aeet>rtllngl.v tlu’se 
"Serip tun* Sketches" of the college youth may l>e allowed to stand for those 
better moods of reflection and asp iration which alternate with aeatbunie sur­ 
p lusages of animal sjiirlts, for whose eíTerv es<-ence no gymmi.sjum was su})- 
p lled at Yale in 182.’'*. As offsets to what then took the p lace of athletics in 
v arious dev ices for keep ing a high tem p erature In the old town Willis could 
write such v erse as "Alisalom” and ".Tep htha’s Hanghter." 
Literature did not offer so many p aths to a college graduate turm-d loose 
^ 75 years ago as la these latter « lays. 
Then It waa, a coulident or desiwrale 
**^outh who dared to trust to the p en for a liv ing. 
Willis, how’ev er, bad been commended for his col­ 
lege p ieces aud had won a p ublisher's p rize of $T>0 
for the best gift book 
ikkuu , 
Willi this send off 
the recent graduate undertook the editorship of a 
series of v olumes p ublished by that Peter Parley 
to whom sundry American authors of distinction 
owed their, bringing out. 
Then The American 
Magazine was establlslnHl. to be Hnallj' mergi^i 
into the New York Mirror, to whieh Willis con- 
-iributed editorial letters during two years* trav el 
■tn the old w’orld. These "Penclliugs by the Way’’ 
were the Ürst v aluable sp ecimens of the abundant 
literature oí American trav el, often more Interest­ 
ing to the w riter than the reader. 
This writer, 
howev er, had the crayon quality in his p en and 
could p ut life and p icturi*squen« 'ss into worn p aths 
and dull statistics. Besides, be was fav ored with p assp orts as an attache of the 
Amsrican minister at I’aris, giv ing him access to courtly circles in Europ e 
and the east. W ith tht-se facilities the re« 'urd of trav el made by such an ob- 
aerv er was a rev elation to those ev en who hud been ov er the ground and a 
delight to those who had not. The sale of the "Peucilings" was greatly in- 
t-reasiHl by a v irulent rev iew in The Quarterly, and a p ersonal article by Cap ­ 
tain Mnrryat occasioned, a meeting for satkfaetlon. 
Four years of residence abroad satistied this trav el anti ao« -ietj lo\ing 
American*for awhile, aud he took up his abode far from cities and men in his 
cottage at Glenmary, on the Husquehanna, where he wrote the "I^dttTs From 
Under a Bridge.’’ 
Then came the financial rev erse which in so many iu- 
atanccB has been the sp ur to easy goin.g loiterers along the highway of lett« -rs, 
driv ing him back to New York and to work on Hie Corsair, u wt-ekly journal 
which had the dlatlnction of emp loying Thackeray as a contributor before he 
bad grown so great a.s in the days of "The Newcomes." This p ai» er was soon 
abaodone<l for The Ev ening Mirror, the demainla of which umlermined his 
health, resulting after a third v oyage to Eunip e in the establishment of The 
Home Journal aud Insuring a more moilerate p ace in literary labor. 
The abov e p articulars hav e been mentioned to illustrate the life of a man 
of letters in the second generaü ou of the century. It wu.s the p« riod between 
the news latter aud the journal, with the p ermanent magazine in its iiresent 
form still In the distance. W hatev er was p rinted wa.^« nee» *s.sarily brief or cut 
into short sections if a long story, entailing the reader's imp atience or ex­ 
p ectancy. A v olume of such brev ities ha« l usually the same choi>p y chann'bT, 
_.*rlth the adv antage of being laid down and taken up at <sld interv als, a jKiiiit 
Id fav or of a fragm entary aud discursiv e author like W illls. \e t in the cours« ? 
of a lifetime he p roduced many v olumes. To read one-half of them would be 
worse tlian a waste of time. 
Peop le did not lose many hours at a time ov er 
tb# m when they were p ublisbiHl, since they came out for the most i» art in 
weekly installments. On the other hand, if one were stranded in the country 
with "Ilurrygrap hs” or "Outdoors at Idlewlld" or "Peop le I Hav e Met” or 
"Famous Persons and Places” for his only reading he would find more hours 
p leasantly occup ied than with some more p retentious books. 
The range is 
wide ov er many lands, scenes aud celebrities. 
Much light is thrown up on 
contemp orary history. The manners of a bygone p eriod in letters and p olitics 
in our own country are grap hically dep icted. Life in otlier aud older lands is 
contrasted with the simp licity of reimWlcan ways aud the scenery of the 
unbroken wilderness with the artificiality of landscap es that had abs« >rbed the 
labor of generations—to take a few titles at random from a single v olume, 
l>egluning with letters from Plymouth. Cap e C« xl, the Delaware, the Hudson,

on Edward Ev erett, Calhoun and Bentbu, reuim ore Coop er, Danhd Webster, 
Irv ing, Whip p le, soc-iety and mauru-rs in New York, shawl aristocTaey and a 
» core of similar home top ics about which ev erylxsly was surp ris« -« ! to find bow 
much Willis could tell them. He had an artist’s eye tt> se<- tb« ‘ p icturesque in 
familiar obje<A8 and the artist's touch to bring out the unexiwcted beauty or 
interest of the commonp lace. 
One of those who were always ready to acknowledge lud« ‘bte« liu*HS to his 
literary hosp itality was Bayar« i Taylor, a Penusylv auia youth who was 
blessed with v isions of authorship and trav el and trouble<l with scant means 
aud op íK>rt« BÍties. He acquire« ! enougli I.atin at school to giv e him a clew to 
the romance languages and obtaine« ! the technical « .xiucatiou of a p rinting 
office. To these he added the larger education of a literary tram p In foreign 
eokntrtos. wrttlng letters to uewsjiap ers for his snp ixrirt, and after two years 
return(*d to New York for fn*h orders.

STRIKE HAS SPREAD. 


More Men Go Gut at Boston 


and Others May Quit 


Their Work. 


ar*' names In *h*» 
history of any lite.auu* 
which become faint ech­ 
oes of their former ln»* 
port*nee. Once they wri* 
shouted by the multitude; now th<f 
are recalled as having a half familiar 
sound and suggesting further-inquiry. 
If a iKtpular vote had been taken in 
th'* second quarter of tho century for 
the most widely admired writer of emotional verse aud of light and graceful 
prose Nathanlal Parker Willis would have received the majority of suffrages. 
He was another New Englander who drifted into tile literary coterie of New 
York in the years when It was the center of attraction for young writers. 
Born in Portland, Me., with the advantages of a publisher for a grandfather 
and the editor of a religious paper for his father, tin* young student at Yale 
Illustrated the law of heredity in his college course by writing poems almost 
as precocious as Bryant's and of tar greater emotional power. 
To be sure 
they were Scriptural In tone, but tradition has It that this was not due to an 
overreligiousness on the part of the poet himself. Yet the same may bo said 
of Young’s “Night Thoughts." that solemn book over which our fathers used 
to pore und fall asleep in blissful unconsciousness of the somewhat worldly 
mindedness of the courtly author. 
Still, there is no good reason why the 
product of a poet’s J>est impulses should not be taken for what it is worth to 
the reader iu reproducing similar emotions In his own mind. Biography may 
explain literature, but it need not necessarily qualify It. 
Accordingly these 
“Scripture Sketches” of the college youth may 1*» allowed to stnnd for those 
better moods of reflection and aspiration which alternate with academie sur­ 
plusages of animal spirits, for whose effervescence no gymnasium was sup­ 
plied a t Y’ale in 1825. As offsets to what then took the place of athletics in 
various devices for keeping a high tem perature In the old town Willis could 
write such verse as “Absalom" and “Jephtha's Daughter.” 
Literature did not offer so many paths to a college graduate turned loose 
_ 7 5 years ago as In these latter days. 
Then it was. a confident or desperate 
youth who dared to trust to the pen for a living. 
Willis, however, had been commended for his col­ 
lege pieces and had won a publisher's prize of $50 
for the best gift book poem. 
With this scud off 
the recent graduate undertook the editorship of a 
series of volumes published by that Peter Parley 
to whom sundry American authors of distinction 
owed their, bringing out. 
Then The American 
Magazine was established, to be finally merged 
into the New York Mirror, to which Willis con­ 
trib u te d editorial letters during two years* travel 
the old world. These “P en d lings by the Way" 
were the first valuable specimens of the abundant 
literature of American travel, often more interest­ 
ing to the wTiter than the reader. 
This writer, 
however, had the crayon quality in ids pen aud 
could put life and picturesqueness into worn paths 
and dull statistics. Besides, he was favored with passports as an attache of the 
American minister at Paris, giving him access to courtly circles In Europe 
and the east. With these facilities the record of travel made by such an ob­ 
server was a revelation to those even w’bo bud been over the ground and a 
delight to those who had not. The sale of the “Penciling*" was greatly in­ 
creased by a virulent review in The Quarterly, and a personal article by Cap­ 
tain M orryat occasioned, a meeting for satisfaction. 
Four years of residence abroad satisfied this travel and society loving 
American for awhile, and he took up his abode far from cities niul men in his 
cottage at Glenmary, on the Susquehanna, where he wrote the "Letters From 
Under a Bridge.” 
Then came the financial reverse which in so many in­ 
stances has been the spur to easy going loiterers along the highway of letters, 
driving him back to New York and to work on The Corsair, a weekly journal 
which had the distinction of employing Thackeray as a contributor before he 
had grown so great as in the days of “The Newcomes." This pai>er was soon 
abandoned for The Evening Mirror, the demands of which undermined his 
health, resulting after a third voyage to Europe in the establishment of The 
Home Journal and insuring a more moderate pace in literary labor. 
The above partictilars have been mentioned to illustrate the life of a man 
of letters in the second generation of the century. It was the period between 
the news latter and the journal, with the permanent magazine in its present 
form still in the distance. W hatever was printed was necessarily brief or cut 
into short sections lf a long story, entailing the reader’s impatience or ex­ 
pectancy. A volume of sucli brevities had usually the same choppy character, 
_ with the advantage of being laid down and taken up at odd intervals, a point 
lo favor of a fragmentary and discursive author like Willis. Yet in the course 
of a lifetime he produced many volumes. To read oue-half of them would be 
worse than a waste of time. People did not lose many hours at a time over 
them when they were published, since they came out for the most i»art in 
weekly installments. On the other hand, if one were stranded in the country 
—w ith “Hurrygraphs” or "Outdoors at Idlewild” or “People I Have Met” or 
“Famous Persons and Places" for his only reading he would find more hours 
pleasantly occupied than with some more pretentious books. 
The range is 
wide over many lands, scenes and celebrities. 
Much light is thrown upon 
contemporary history. The manners of a bygone period in letters and politics 
in our own country Are graphically depicted. Life iu other and older lands is 
contrasted with the simplicity of republican ways aud the scenery of the 
unbroken wilderness with the artificiality of landscapes that had absorbed the 
labor of generations—to take a few titles at random from a single volume, 
beginning with letters from Plymouth, Cape Cod, the Delaware, the Hudson, 
on Edward Everett, Calhoun and Benton, Fenlmore Cooper, Daniel Webster, 
Irving, Whipple, society and manners in New York, shawl aristocracy and a 
score of similar home topics about which everybody was surprised to find how 
much Willis could tell them. He had an artist’s eye to see the picturesque iii 
fam iliar objects aud the artist’s touch to bring out tile unexpected beauty or 
interest of the commonplace. 
One of those who were always ready to acknowledge indebtedness to his 
literary hospitality was Bayard Taylor, a Pennsylvania youth who was 
blessed with visions of authorship and travel and troubled with scant means 
and opportunities, jje acquired enough Ixitin at school to give him u clew to 
the romance languages and obtained the technical education of a printing 
office. To these he added the larger education of a literary' tram p in foreign 
eototrtoa, w itting letters to newspapers for his support, and after two years 
returned to New York for fresh orders. 
The 
metropolis was still keeping good its title to the 
purest literary atmosphere In the country, if not 
the highest. 
W hat remained of the old Knicker­ 
bocker school was doing fair work. and new ma­ 
terial was added from time to time. 
Aside from 
those already spoken of were Morris. Hoffman, 
the Duycklncks and “certain women of their com­ 
pany," besides sundry Bohemian encampments on 
the borderland between aspiration and perform­ 
ance, all together ca using some one to define the 
Knickerbocker school as “composed of authors 
whom we all remember as forgotten." 
To the 
survivors Willis, Griswold and Hoffman lutro- 
duesd Taylor, and within three months he had 
Taylor. 
engagements to write for four Journals, besides 
a place ss chief of the literary department of Tile Tribune. 
He was at 
home in this dtvorsifled occupation, writing 15 flours a day, turning his hand 
to anything demanded for the daily press, doing his work so carefully and 
well that he woo a higher position and became a stockholder in the company. 
Gsbforuia and Mexico next gratified hie love of travel and adventure, and 
an Invitation to deliver a commencement poem at Harvard came as a tribute 
to his poetic talent. 
Then came the inevitable abuse which follows success 
like its shadow, and because lie happened to be the winner of a prize song for 
Jenny Lind and 752 other contestants were not be began to wish he had never 
been boro—a poet. 
Nevertheless he published “Book of Romances, Lyrics 
and Song*" and started for a long journey to Europe and the cadent, during 
which he wrote letters to The Tribune and became the great American trav­ 
eler. as much at home iu Damascus as in New York. 
As an outcome of Ll* journeying!! he published iu one season bis “Journey 
to Central Africa,” “The Lands cf the Saracen” and “Poems of the Orient.” 
“A Visit to ludia, China and Japan" and “Summer In Sw eden" followed. 
Afterward he tried his hand at novel writing, producing four, of which 
**The Story of Rennet" la the best and “John Godfrey's Fortune*” nearest to

Columbus, O., March 12.—[Special.] 
•—Without in any way reflecting upon 
the integrity of the present or the pre­ 
ceding officials of the board of public 
works, 
a 
strange 
discrepancy 
has 
arisen in the accounts of that depart­ 
ment as compared with the accounts 
In the office of the auditor of state. 
.This discrepancy is especially notice­ 
able in the matter of disbursements. 
Covering 
a period 
of twenty-three 
years, from 1878 to 1902, the returns 
from the office of the board of public 
works, as showrn by vouchers drawn, 
give a total expenditure of $4,359,388.10. 
For the same period the expenditures, 
as shown by the books in the offic e of 
the auditor of state, aggregate1 $4,961,- 
612.37, or a total of $602,224.27 more. 
There are also differences in the mat­ 
ter of receipts and loess to the state. 
The receipts from all sources to the 
board of public works for this period, 
as shown by the accounts in that de­ 
partment, 
reach 
$2,899,409.44. 
As 
shown by the books in the auditor of 
state's office, they were $2,933,437.59, a 
difference of $33,978.15. The difference 
In the lose to the state, or the excess 
of the expenditures over the receipts 
is a total of $567,216.12, the figures in 
the board of public works being $ 1,- 
459.928.66 and in the offi< e of the audi­

APPEAL TO SENATOR HANNA. 


VHI.— Nathaniel P. Willis and 
CcyarJ Taylor. 
H E R E are nam os In ’he 
history of any literature 
which become faint ech­ 
oes of their form er Im­ 
portance. Once they wt-is 
shouted by the multitude; now they 
are recalled as having it half familiar 
sound m d suggesting further- inquiry. 
If a popular vote hail been taken in 
the second quarter of tho century for 
the mewl widely adm ired w riter of em otional verse aud of light and graceful 
prose N athaniel P ark er W illis would have received the m ajority of suffrages, 
H e was another New Englander who drifted into the literary coterie of New 
York In the years w hen it was the canter of attractio n for young w riters. 
Bom In Portland, Me., w ith the advantages of a publisher for a g rtn d fath i r 
and the editor of u religious paper for his father, the young student at \a le 
Illustrated the law of heredity in his college course by w riting poems alm ost 
as precocious as B ryant’s and of (ar greater em otional power. 
To be sure 
they were Scriptural in tone, but tradition has It th at this w as not due to an 
overreligiousness on the part of the i»oet him self. 
Yet the sam e may be said 
of Young's 
N ight T houghts.” th at solemn book over which our fathers used 
to pore and fall asleep in blissful unconsciousness of the som ew hat worldly 
mindedn«‘HS of the courtly author. 
Still, there is no good reason w In the 
product of a poet's Jiest Impulses should not be taken for w hat it is w orth to 
the reader in reproducing sim ilar emotions In his own mind. 
Biography may 
explain literature, but it need not necessarily qualify It. 
Accordingly these 
“Scripture Sketches” of the college youth may lie allow ed to stand for those 
better moods of reflection and aspiration which alternate w ith academ ic su r­ 
plusages of anim al spirits, for whose effervescence no gym nasium w as sup­ 
plied at Yale In 1825. 
As offsets to w hat then took the place of athletics in 
various devices for keeping a high tem perature in the old town \\ ibis could 
w rite such verse as “Absalom ” and “Jep h th a’s D aughter.” 
L iterature did not offer so m any paths to a college graduate turned loose 
75 years ago as In these la tte r days. 
Then It was. a confident or desperate 
youth who dared to tru st to the pen for a living. 
W illis, however, had been com m ended for his col­ 
lege pieces aud had won a publisher’s prize of $.">0 
for the best gift book i>oem. 
W ith tlds send off 
the recent graduate undertook the editorship of a 
series of volumes published by th a t Peter Parley 
to whom sundry American authors of distinction 
owed their bringing out. 
Then The A m erican 
M agazine was established, to be finally merged 
into the New York Mirror, to which W illis con­ 
trib u te d editorial letters during tw o years' travel 
■In the old world. These “Panellings by the W ay” 
were the first valuable specim ens of the abundant 
literature of American travel, often more interest­ 
ing to the w riter than the reader. 
This w riter, 
however, had the crayon quality In his pen aud 
could put life aud picturesqueness into w ont paths 
and dull statistics. 
B esid e, he was favored w ith passports as an attache of the 
American m inister at Paris, giving him access to courtly circles In Europe 
and the east. 
W ith these facilities the record of travel m ade tty such an ob­ 
server w as a revelation to those even who had been over tin* ground and a 
delight to those who hud not. 
The sale of the “ Penciling* 
was greatly 
in­ 
creased by a virulent review In T he Q uarterly, and a personal article by Cap­ 
tain M nrryat occasioned, a m eeting for satisfaction. 
Four years of residence abroad satisfied this travel and society loving 
Am erican for awhile, and he took up hts abode far from cities aud men In his 
cottage at Ulenm ary, on the Susquehanna, w here he w rote the " le tte rs I rom 
U nder a Bridge.” 
Then cam e the financial reverse w hich in so m any in­ 
stances has been the spur to easy going loiterers along the highw ay of letters, 
driving him back to New York and to work on Tile C orsair, a weekly journal 
which had the distinction of em ploying T hackeray us a contributor before he 
had grown so great us la the days of "T he New* co mea 
This palier was soon 
abandoned for The Evening Mirror, the dem ands of which underm ined his 
health, resulting after a third voyage to Europe in the establishm ent of The 
H om e Journal aud Insuring a more m oderate pace in literary labor. 
The above particulars have been m entioned to illustrate the life of a man 
of letters in the second generation of the century. 
It was tin* period between 
the news latter aud the Journal, wdth the perm anent m agazine in its present 
form still In the distance. 
W hatever w as printed was necessarily brief or cut 
into short sections lf a long story, entailing the reader's Im patience or ex­ 
pectancy. A volume of such brevities had usuullv the sam e choppy character, 
w ith the advantage of being laid down and taken up at mid intervals, a point 
lu favor of a fragm entary and discursive author like \\ nils. \ et In the course 
of a lifetim e he produced m any volumes. To read one-half of them would be 
worse than a w aste of tim e. 
People did not lose many hours at a tim e over 
them when they w ere published, since they cam e out for the most p art In 
weekly Installm ents. On the other hand, If one were stranded In the country 
w ith "H urrygraphs” or “Outdoors at Idlew ild” or "People I H ave Met" or 
“ Fam ous Persons and Places” for his only reading he would find mon- hours 
pleasantly occupied than w ith some more pretentious hooka. 
The range Is 
wide over m any lands, scenes aud celebrities. 
Much light is throw n u|k>» 
contem porary history. The m anners of a bygone period In letters and politics 
in our own country an* graphically depicted. 
Life in otlw r aud older lands is 
contrasted w ith the sim plicity of republican w ays aud the scenery of the 
unbroken w ilderness with the artificiality of landscapes th a t had absorbed the 
la ixc of generations to take a few titles a t random from a single volume, 
liogiuuing w ith letters from Plym outh, Gape (’od, the D elaware, the Hudson, 
on Edw ard E verett, Calhoun and Bent tm, Fen! m ore Cooper, Daniel W ebster. 
Irving. Whipple, society aud m anners in New York, shaw l aristocracy and a 
score of sim ilar home topics about which everybody w as surprised to find how 
much Willis could tell them . 
H e had an artist's eye to see the picturesque la 
fam iliar objects and tin- a rtist’s tench to bring out the unexpected beauty or 
Interest of th® commonplace. 
One of those who were alway* ready to acknowledge Indebtedness to his 
literary hospitality w as B ayard Taylor, a Pennsylvania youth who was 
b ia se d w ith visiona of authorship and travel aud troubled with m au t means 
and opportunities. II® acquired enough Ixitln a t school to give him u d e w to 
the rom ance language* and obtained the technical education of a printing 
office. 
To these he added the larger education of a literary tram p In foreign 
r ofcutrios, w riting letters to new spapers for his support, aud afte r tw'o yearn 
returned to New York for fresh orders. 
Th® 
m etropolis w as still keeping good its title to the 
purest literary atm osphere !u th® country, if not 
th® highest. 
W hat rem ained of the old K nicker­ 
bocker school vrua doing fair work, aud new m a­ 
terial was added from tim e to tim e. 
Aside from 
those already spokeu of were Morris, Hoffman, 
the D uycklncks and “certain women of their com* 
pany,” besides sundry Bohemian encam pm ents on 
th® borderland between aspiration anil perform ­ 
ance, all tog**lier causing some one to define the 
K nickerbocker school aa “composed of authors 
whom we ail rem em ber as forgotten.”

A few years ago the H ar­ 
vard library found that the engraved 
labels Which it pastes on the Inside of 
the covert of Its books as marks of Its 
ownership 
were 
disappearing 
from 
some of the less used volumes. 
The 
older book plates, it appears, are high­ 
ly prised by collectors, and some of 
them ara particularly valuable for their 
artistic merit as well as for interesting 
associations with early book collect­ 
in g -in this country. 
These were natu­ 
rally tin* special prey of the thief.
